Records the Colonial History 


of the Plao». 


The town bridge at Mllford; Com., 


la a unique memorial of the colonial 
history of the place. Milford -was first 
settled by colonists from the old Eng- 
lish town of the same name, and the 
bridge, -which -was built to celebrate 
the town birthday, Is an exact replica 
of an ancient one in the Milford over 
the sea. Every stone in the i-mnd 
tower IB a memorial to some historic 
Milfordlte. Over the massive door is 
the sculptured head of an Indian, gup- 
posed to be Ansantawte, ~^tai<3 chief 
•who sold the town site to the col- 
floists in 1639. 
The knocker on. the 


tower door once belonged to 
the 


old house -where George Whltleld 
preached In 1770. The doomtep Is 
from the mansion of Robert Treat, 
governor o£ the colony of Conn^ctl- 
cut for thirty years. One stone — dedi- 
cated to the memory of Jonathan 
Law, a governor from 1742 to 1760. 
This stone also once formed par(t of

governor's threshold,

large slab Is inscribed wJi. a tribute 
to tho Wepawany Indians.

"Captain Thomas Tibbals (obit 1703), j 
la conilderation of his helpfulness to 
ibow to first comers the place and the 
land records." Another tablet records 
the name of Peter Prudden, first pas- 
tor back in 1650. Several big blocks 
of masonry are inscribed yith the 
names of tho early settler's, and there 
Is one stone bearing MHford's good 
opinion of itself in theae -wordi: "God 
sifted a whole nation that he might 
lend choice grain to the wilderness." 


COOKED EGGS ON FLATIRQN 


With the'Ga* Stove Frozen Up, New 


Yorker Proved Himself Equal 


to the Emergency. 


The prolonged cold spell this win- 


ter sharpened the wits of many per- 
«OM who never before ha'd any idea 
of the uses to which electricity could 
be put. When the gas gave out In 
cooking stoves owing to the pipes be- 
ing frozen—as it did In hundreds of 
houses—there was a rush for electric 
cooking utensils.

Mrs. Melville-is essentiiillj- feminine and 
dainty, and not the sort one would im-, 
aglne would find any pleasure in study- 
ing law, but in tho law department of 
the.'university ilicre is noMnore thorough

worker. • 


' -For maity years MVS. Melville has been 
.greatly interested in the Y. W.'C. A. 
of Kcw York.ami she wanted.to serve 
the young women who arc fittp.d by that 


institution to earn their, living. 
She 


came to Ann -Arbor, rather than go to 
Columbia, so as to get away from the 
social aclivties there. 


"You 
see," said she, "I have no chil- 


dren to take up my time, and I have 
some considerable property and a great 
deal of interest in these young girls, 
forced by circumstances to get out into 
the world and bo buffeted by it. My 
idea is to fit mysrlf to offer legal advice 
to these girls "whenever they need it, 
without' compensation. 
Many times a 


poor girl is forced to seek tho advico of 
an attorney in order, to collect a small 
wage due her, or to enable her to get 
her legal rights in other matters. A 
girl mu«l pay well for these services, 
wit}i the result that she froqiient)r,.let8 
her wrongs go without attempt to" right 
them. It's tlii* class of girls I would 
assist, I would never, go into* court-^I 
an too much of a woman for that—? 
and, besides, Mr. Melville would never al- 
low it. But much of the advice sought 
by girls is office advice, and I will give 
it free to'any girl." 


Mrs. Melville's accent mid general ap- 


pearance would lead one to believe her 
:i Frenchwoman. 


"But. I'm not.." she tells you. "I wa» 


born right in the heart of New York 
city. I suppose this foreign accent comes 
from tho fact that I 
wa» educated 


abroad. When I was a little girl I was 
put in French boarding school and later 
educated in a convent in France .and a 
girl's ficliool in Germany." 
.3trs. Melville has traveled the world 
around, and some years ago she spent 
a'winter in Sbrway, visiting people who 
entertained the present Emperor Will- 
iam while she was their guest. She. says 
she was so young at that time that she 
was too frightene/1 by the closo prox- 
imity to royalty to get much pleasure 
out of it. 


Mrs. Melville approves of girls whose 


parents can afford it being educated 
abroad. 


'There they niakR so much of the 


liuman side of life in their schools;' said 
she. "Especially is this so in their board- 
ing schools. The finer side of a girl's 
nature is brought o(it there as it almost 
never is in this country." 


Mrs. Melville is decidedly pretty, with 


great quantities of red-gold hair 
and 


hazel eyes with long curling lashes. She 
lias a dignity of bearing that smacks .rf 
the foreign training nhc has had,, and she. 
is Parisian from her hat to her shoes. 


"T'm tirod qf society; it's such a. sliam. 


you know. I am interested in these 
working g'Vls in largo cities and I've 
been « student of iooiology for yean. I 
wanted to study law to help in thii so 
ciology work, ther*ff>rc T am here. YVitl. 
a legal education and tha money at my 
command .1 be!|ev« I shall be a|)le to-do 
considerable good, both in giving legal 
advice and in assisting financially when 
there, is need. My legal training will 
also be a help to me in determining 
where there is financial need. Sometime! 
we women -with a little money for char- 
itable work are badly taken 'in and, be- 
cause we have no legal knowledge, t bn- 
lieve that within ten years there will 
he many women studying law and medi- 
cine without thought of private practice 
hut simply as J am doing now, in the in- 
terests of sociology."
